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INTRODUCTION 


FPovevunners 


HE origins of Greek shorthand remain, and are likely to remain, obscure. 

Time, place, and occasion are equally unknown. The literary tradition is 

late and meagre, and reduces itself to a dubious statement on Xenophon by 
Diogenes of Laerte. We are thrown back, therefore, on the direct evidence of 
documents. The earliest of these consist of two inscribed stones, dedicated in the 
fourth century B.c. at Athens and Delphi respectively, and preserving experi- 
mental systems which can definitely be classed as brachygraphy. Tachygraphy 
might in these cases appear a somewhat rash appellation. The fourth century 
too witnessed the innovation of Xenophon, which the above-mentioned Diogenes 
thus records (ii. 48): Kal rpdros troonperwodpevos TA Neyopeva eis avOparous 
nyeyev. Like much in the history of shorthand this statement has a deceptive 
clarity, and experts dispute the interpretation. Is the language strictly technical ? 
Or is more really implied than what Boswell did for Johnson? A similar doubt 
infects the Psalmist’s kddapos ypapparéws d€vypadov. To reach more or less 
solid ground we must come right down to the age of Cicero. 


The Tivonian Notes 


The name of Cicero at once confronts us with the crucial problem, the relation 
between the Greek and the Roman systems. They can scarcely both be 
original inventions; so much even a superficial comparison establishes. One 
passage in Cicero’s correspondence might pass for decisive, unless with those who 
demand mathematical proof. It occurs in a letter of 45 B.c. to Atticus (Ad Adz. 
xiii. 32), where the writer employs the obviously technical expression dia onpetov; 
and whether we translate ‘in shorthand’ or merely ‘compendiously’ does not 
affect the conclusion. The use of the Greek phrase surely argues the priority of 
the Greek system. Such an admission would bring shorthand into line with the 
other réxvat borrowed by Rome from the more advanced civilization. Whether 
Cicero himself practised stenography we have no means of knowing; he may 
as a student have used it to jot down his lectures. Later tradition links his freed- 
man Tiro with the Roman xoéae, but it is significant that the orator is person- 
ally associated by Plutarch (Cato mn. 23) with the introduction on the 5th of 
December, 63 3.c., of shorthand-reporting into the Senate. The occasion was 
momentous, me consule. The speaker to be reported was the younger Cato, 
and he was speaking against the Catilinarian conspirators. Cicero was responsible 
for the arrangements. And who more fit than he, utriusgue linguae peretus, to 


sponsor the transfer of a Greek invention to the Roman use ?

2 INTRODUCTION 


Resemblances 

For the systems are without doubt closely related. Their basic principles are 
identical, and the formal coincidences are too frequent and too striking to be 
fortuitous. A few points may be here enumerated: (1) The shorthand characters 
‘are not purely arbitrary creations, as they are in our Pitman system, but are 
founded on the normal alphabet. Arbitrary signs do certainly occur; yet even 
these, if we knew their origin, might, in some cases at least, be traced back to an 
alphabetic source. (2) To form the shorthand sign the distinctive part of each 


letter is as arule taken. In cases where the Greek and Latin alphabets present . 


identical shapes, the same part may be chosen: the horizontal of T, for example, 
in TUNC and TQ, or the diagonal of N in NUNC and NQ. In the sign for SI 
Latin seems to have appropriated the Greek form, and certainly borrows from 
Greek the omega for OPTIMUS. (3) The same tricks reappear in both systems, 
in particular the use of reversed positions. The familiar zo/a > for CON can be 
paralleled by the reversed sigma for CON. (4) Still more striking is the use of 
position to indicate vowels, familiar in the Latin system and now placed beyond 
doubt in the Greek by the contents of Antinoé Papyrus 1, fr. 2. (5) Of the terms 
onpeva and zofae the former gives the impression of originality. One is certainly 
a translation of the other. The invasion of Latin words like motfarzus and 
commentarius occurred later, as is shown also by the proportion of Latin words 
in the additions to the tetrads of the Commentary. Contamination was natural 
and probably took place through administrative channels. Officials skilled in 
both systems must have been common. It looks as if Antinoé Papyrus 1 may 
have contained, when complete, both systems. Indeed, the comparative abund- 
ance of shorthand fragments at Antinoé is most naturally to be connected with 
_its lasting importance as a centre of provincial government. 


A Deed of Apprenticeship 
But to turn from speculations to facts. These, unfortunately, are none too 
plentiful. One-point of light, however, does emerge from the obscurity which 
covers the development of Greek shorthand between Cicero and Diocletian. A 


document published among the Oxyrhynchus papyri (P. Oxy. 724), and dating 


from the fifth day of the month Phamenoth in the eighteenth year of the Emperor 
Antoninus Pius (a.p. 155), shows us the system in full working order, There 
we find an ex-cosmetes of Oxyrhynchus, Panechotes by name, covenanting to 
place his slave Chaerammon with a shorthand teacher for two years at a fee of 
one hundred and twenty silver drachmae. This sum is divided into three equal 
instalments of forty drachmae. The first has already been received. The 
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second will be handed over when the boy has mastered the Commentary, rod 
qaidos aveiknPoros To Kopevrapiov ddov. (The pupil literally learned the Commen- 
tary by heart, as we shall see from St. Basil.) The third instalment will be due 
when the boy displays complete proficiency in reading and writing. Another 
century and a half and we come to the actual documents, here published, which 
illustrate the Oxyrhynchus deed. 


The Syllabary 


The elements of the Greek system have been known in part since the year 
1895, when Wessely published the first leaf of a shorthand primer with fragments 
from others. Fortunately we can gauge the whole range of this primer, because 
we now possess its conclusion in Antinoé Papyrus 1, fr. 2, with the subscription 
TEAOC TWN CVAAABWN. The syllable is the irreducible element, the orotyetov 
of the system, and the Syllabary constitutes the first part of the course. It is 
based, with appropriate modifications, on the current practice of teaching reading 
and writing in the schools. A knowledge of the ordinary alphabet is presupposed, 
and the Syllabary opens with a logical rearrangement. First the simple vowel-signs 
are learned ; of these only the first three differ from the normal letter. The pupil 
next proceeds to the diphthongs, then to the signs for vowel + consonant in order 
of frequency through N CP Aand so on, Less frequent and more complex combina- 
tions follow, apparently in more or less agreed order. The fragments of Antinoé 
Papyrus 6 show inflexional sequences (declinationes in Latin), of which Antinoé 
Papyrus 1, fr. 11 (recto), preserves the subscription. Still more complicated are the 
conventions which are illustrated in fr. 3 (recto) of Antinoé Papyrus 6 and fr. 2 
of Antinoé Papyrus 1. The formal principles of the system thus mastered, a 
more exacting task was imposed upon the pupil. 


The Commentary 

The function of the more advanced course, known as the Commentary, seems 
to lie entirely in the training of the associative faculty, so essential to a bold use 
of shorthand. The main symbols and their values, which we find in the Com- 
mentary, must already have been learned at a previous stage. They are here 
rearranged at random, although strangely enough one particular arrangement 
seems to have had a wide vogue. (At least eight different manuscripts of it have 
turned up, as compared with two different arrangements surviving in solitary 
manuscripts.) To each main element is attached a group of four words, the so- 


‘called tetrad, which can be extended at need. (In Antinoé Papyrus 4, sign 200, we 
have at least eight.) These tetrads are connected with the main element in a 
purely arbitrary way, but within themselves are as a rule arranged in a rough 
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alphabetic order according to the vowels of the first syllable, usually AEOY (the 
last by this time including | and E!), Sometimes these words form a sentence or 
are interconnected in another way. Often, however, no such principle of coherence 
is apparent. Inthe main symbol they are represented by the shorthand equivalent 
of each final syllable, grouped around in a way which suggests the vowel positions of 
the Tironian system (cf. Plates I, II). Somesuch idea must be present, if not always 
rigorously carried out, as the same kind of phenomenon can be detected in the page 
of the Syllabary preserved in Antinoé Papyrus 1, fr. 2. It is difficult not to connect 


these tetrads with the word-lists in ordinary school-books like the fourth-century . 


papyrus (P. Bouriant 1), first edited by Jouguetand Perdrizet in Studien zur Palaco- 
graphie und Papyruskunde, vi, 1906, pp. 148-61, where a similar mnemonic func- 
tion must be postulated. In any case we know from the author of the tract De 
Virginitate, printed in the appendix to the works of St. Basil in Migne, Patrologia 
Graeca, xxx, that the Commentary was got by heart, so that presumably the expert 
faced with a sign surrounded with final syllables could recognize the main element 
and the appropriate tetrad. The words of St. Basil’s simile (p. 733) admit of no other

The composer 

of the tetrads must have plied his dictionary, to judge from the number of unusual 

words they contain. and the tendency to form blocks of one kind—medical, 
geographical, and so on. 


Some Principles 
Although many of the shorthand characters can be referred with more or less 
certainty to elements in the normal letters, others require a different explanation. 
Some are pure convention. In other cases the principles of analogy and 
opposition enter largely, and give an air of artistic symmetry which argues 


strongly for an Hellenic inventor. Take for example the sign for Al, no. 77, in. 


the Commentary. This is obviously composed of the horizontal representing alpha 
and the upright representing iota. Much proceeds from this. It is a key-symbol 
and unlocks mysteries. The obvious antithesis to Al is Ol, as in the first and 
second declensions. Transfer, therefore, the horizontal to the opposite side and 
you have the sign for OI, no. 56, otherwise inexplicable. This principle of opposi- 
tion is well shown also in the signs for ON and oc. The sign for OC is meaningless 


f 
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until we consider the sign for ON which obviously derives from the sign for N, 
itself the diagonal of the normal letter. The corresponding and identical Latin 
sign for wm must therefore have been borrowed from Greek. Within Latin it 
has no explanation. Equally strong is the principle of analogy. For the upright 
in Al substitute sigma and you get the parallel syllables CAl and Col. So, too, for 
AAI, MAI, NAI and their opposites. Incidentally this explains why the sign for 
NOI, no. 64, can also stand for (7) Atja. The strokes can be thought of separately 
as N and A, or with reference to the other convention. 


Some Practices 


Our knowledge of Byzantine usage, preserved for example in the eleventh- 
century Dionysius the Areopagite at the Vatican (Cod. Vat. Graec. 1809), would 
never have led us to suspect the practice of the early stenographers. In the 
Dionysius every syllable is represented, even accents and breathings. Weare in 
the presence of brachygraphy or cryptography rather than of true shorthand. 
Much the same picture is provided by the Tironian psalters and other books 
written in the Roman zofae. No secretary or reporter could ever have used a 
system in that way. Tiro himself, Cicero tells us in Ad Add. xiii. 25, was accus- 
tomed fotas pertochas perseguz, but Spintharus, an unskilful hand, only syllable 
by syllable. The traditional note for the opening sentence of the First Catiline, 
QPN = Q(uousque tandem, Catilina, abutere) p(atentia) n(ostra), could hardly 
have arisen until the sentence had become famous. Such liberties were, however, 
normally taken with stock phrases and oratorical tags, as in the Commentary 
with as (eos eimetv or a(\d’ éxeto” eravépyo)uat. 

Several types of contraction used by the Greek system can now be illustrated 
from the new sources. Everything, of course, depends on the context. The same 
sign might theoretically admit of various expansions, and to decipher shorthand 
without a clue to the meaning would baffle the most ingenious. For example, in 
English shorthand of to-day, as Foat points outin Zhe Fournal of Hellenic Studies, 
xxi, 1901, p. 256, the same strokes might equally represent ‘the House of Com- 
mons and the House of Lords’ or ‘the Husk and the Hazel’, and actually the 
Commentary gives alternative interpretations in quite a number of cases. 
Equivocation, indeed, might be regarded as ¢e weakness of the system. No 
doubt the reporter translated his notes into longhand as soon as possible before 
the meaning began to fade. Economy of effort demanded that the pen should 
be raised as seldom as possible, so that we have onpeta povdBoda,! one-piece 
signs, for quite elaborate complexes, as can be seen from Antinoé Papyrus 1, 


1 These correspond roughly to the phraseograms of modern shorthand. 
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fr. 1 (recto), and from numerous instances in the Commentary itself. Simplification 
was achieved by various devices, of which the following may serve as types: 
(1) the first letter or syllable standing for the whole as in (71) and éo(ri). An initial 
consonant, if used alone, is always in longhand form; (2) the final syllable 
or syllables standing for the whole as in (kowv7, (Bacrdjevs, (cuvOnKav yev)opeven ; 
(3) the first letter or syllable+the last syllable, representing the whole phrase 
as in &y Zadapiv vavpaxija, TH (Bovdp Kal TO Siw xat)pev, eod oadlovt)os ;

phrase, as in the difference between sign 483 and sign 484. 

Mixture of shorthand and longhand is illustrated in the final leaf of the Syllabary 
from Antinoé Papyrus 1, fr. 2. There the keynote is given by the large sign for 
the article accompanied by the longhand form of the initial letter of the noun in 
various positions. Or, in place of the initial letter, we have dots in various 
order, standing apparently for declensional endings. Many other conventions 
were no doubt employed as occasion arose, for which as yet we lack documentary 
evidence.

Details of New Material 


Puppri 2561 and 2562 were acquired together in 1924. Both issue from the 
same scriptorium, but are not immediately dependent one on the other. Both, for 
example, drop a number of signs before 584, but A drops one more than B. Both 
are extremely illiterate, in contrast to the Antinoé papyri, and provide a rich 
store of phonetic spellings. These have been left uncorrected in the printed text, 
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and the true form is given in the notes when called for. At some stage the text 
must have been dictated. Although visual errors also appear they are much less 
frequent and may be attributed to the reciter. A in particular sins by omissions, 
which are rectified as a rule in the lower margin by the reviser. Otherwise there 
is little to choose between the two manuscripts. 

Pap. 2561 formed, when complete, a quire of twelve double leaves + one central 
single leaf, laid down recto upwards in the normal way. The page measures 
23°5cm.x15 cm. Double columns to the page. Up to sign 637 it has been used 


to supplement Pap. 2562, but from that sign onwards forms the basis of the text. | 


Written in a medium-sized, almost cursive hand of 3rd—4th century a.p. The signs 
are drawn with more sweep than in Pap. 2562. Punctuation, if any, is by single 
high dot after the maintext. Colophon : werarpéwrau (1. teTepaiwrar) 70 Kopevrdpiov. 

Pap. 2562 formed, when complete, a single quire of eighteen double leaves laid 
down as in Pap. 2561. The page measures 24:5 cm. x 12 cm. Double columns to 
the page. The symbols break off in the middle of the book at sign 634, and the 
text at sign 637, leaving the second half of the book blank. Up to these points 
it forms the basis of the present edition, as being better preserved. Written ina 
still more cursive hand than Pap. 2561 at the same date. The leaves have all 
been numbered, although the number has not always survived. Punctuation is 
by double dots. Two small leather guards to prevent the binding-thread from 
cutting were found in the centre of the book. 

Add, MS. 33270, acquired in 1887, consists of seven wooden tablets coated with 
black wax on both sides, and two covers waxed on the inner side, making nine 
tablets in all, inscribed with shorthand symbols and a few memoranda in Greek. 
The single tablet, including the frame, measures 22-3 cm.x 16-7 cm. Three 

series of the Commentary are preserved in whole or in part. Each sign is 
written by the pupil four times to represent the tetrad, but without the addi- 
tion of tetradic syllables. Occasionally, however, as in sign 100, the final syllable 
of the pentad crosses the last occurrence of the sign. Signs missing in A and 
B have been supplied from these tablets, although the smallness of the scale 
and the difference of medium at times make it hard to recognize or reconstruct 


the true figure. The cursive writing on several of the tablets belongs to the 


3rd—4th century A.D. 

Antinoé Papyrus 1, by far the most important of the Antinoé group, seems, 
when the volume was complete, to have contained the complete Manual, both 
Syllabary and Commentary, in addition to other unsuspected material like the 
onpeta povdBoda and the Latin alphabet. The size of the page is given by fr. 2, 
which measures 20:5 cm. x 16cm. Written in double columns in a neat uncial hand 
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of the 4th—-5th century. One leaf (fr. 2) and nine small fragments (7-15) are all 
that represent the Syllabary. One half of a double leaf (fr. 1) with four small 
fragments (3-6) represents the Commentary, while the other half of fr. 1 contains 
on its recto the end of a list of onpeta povdBoda, and on its verso specimens of 


- Latin alphabets. How are we to reconstruct the book? Ten signs of the Com- 


mentary, five in each column, go to the page and twenty to the leaf, so that at 
least forty leaves are necessary for the Commentary alone. Sign 785 ends the 
recto of a left-hand leaf; one other leaf would complete the Commentary, and this 
would presumably form the centre of the quire (if one quire held the whole), 
leaving the companion leaf for MONOBOAA. The remaining leaves on the right- 
hand side, thirty-eight at least, may therefore have contained a Latin shorthand 
manual, to which the alphabets formed the prelude. There still remains the 
Syllabary to account for. The page subscribed TEAOC TWN CYAAABQUN, besides 
being recto and following in contents the verso, proclaims itself by its outside 
margin alone as the left side of a double leaf laid down recto upwards in the 
normal way. In that case, what was contained in the rest of the quire? Unfortu- 
nately we have no idea of the space occupied by a complete Syllabary. A single 
quire comprising Syllabary, Commentary, and Latin Manual would far exceed 
the huge quire of the Michigan Hermas. More probably the volume consisted 
of a number of smaller quires, whose arrangement escapes us. 

Antinoé Papyrus 2 is a scrap measuring 3-6 cm. x 3-6 cm., froma codex. Written 
in double columns with five signs to the column, like Ant. Pap. 1, and in a similar, 
if not identical, hand. Verso follows recto, so that presumably the fragment 
belonged to the latter half of a quire. If it really belonged to Ant. Pap. 1, it would 
prove that MS. to have been composed of several quires. 

Antinoé Papyrus 3 is a fragment measuring 8-1 cm. x 10:3 cm., from a codex. 
Written in double columns in a fine, sloping, semi-cursive hand of the 3rd century 
A.D. Verso precedes recto. 

Antinoét Papyrus 4 consists of three fragments, the largest measuring 
15:8 cm. X 21°3 cm., from a codex. Written in double columns in a large coarse 
uncial hand of the 5th century a.p. In fr.

Antinoé Papyrus 5 is a fragment measuring 16:5 cm. x 7:7 cm., from a codex. 
Written in double columns in a sweeping cursive hand of the 4th century a.p. 
The final syllables of the tetrads are added as in A and B. 

Antinoé Papyrus 6 consists of six fragments, the largest measuring 8-9 cm. 
x 7-4 cm., from a codex. Written (one fragment in triple columns) in a stiff 
uncial hand of the 4th-5th century a.p.

fe) INTRODUCTION 


Editorial Method 


The use of brackets in the Commentary calls for special mention. When 
enclosing the sign numbers they relate not to the text, but to the existence or 
non-existence of the shorthand symbols in A, B, and T as follows: round 
brackets ()=intact in A only; angular brackets ()=intact in B only; square 
brackets []=intact in T only ; no brackets = intact in both A and B, Used in the 
text of the Commentary the brackets have their normal function, save that the 
braces {} indicate readings incorporated from sources outside A and B. In the 
text of the Syllabary the brackets all have their regular function. The sign * 
signifies as usual later additions in the original. 

The text has been left without accents or breathings, but words (and syllables 
where necessary) have been separated and capitals added to proper names. The 
symbols have been based, where possible, upon A, where they seem to have 
more vigour ; in default of A they are based upon B; and in default of both upon 
T, where the small scale makes reconstruction difficult. Occasionally the Antinoé 
papyri have been drawn upon for a figure. To avoid confusion the tetradic finals 
have been omitted. Heavy type has been used to print the readings of A in 
the section common to A and B.

New contrivances are here illustrated, recalling the vowel positions of the Tironian notes 
and of some modern systems. The large signs represent the article; the subsequent words 
are shown merely as dots or by the initial letter (in its longhand form) in various positions. 
The dots presumably stand for declensional endings.

Antinoé Papyrus 5

This version of the Commentary differs from the others both in the order of 
the signs and in the contents of the tetrads. Moreover, the internal arrangement 
of each sign exhibits a further peculiarity, each tetrad being enclosed by the sign 
equivalents; e.g. in sign 4 wadtora and evora are in column with the tetrad,although 
slightly indented outward and inward respectively, instead of being placed 


to the left and above their sign. On the other hand, Jara and ojray in the first. 


column stand in the normal relation to their signs, but have no tetrads. Altogether 
an unusual picture. The signs for the final syllables of the tetrads are grouped 
around the main sign as in A and B.

The first of the two alphabets is an early example of the minuscule hand (cf. E. Maunde 
Thompson, Am Introduction to Greek and Latin Palaeography, 1914, pp. 298-305). The 
second alphabet (rustic capitals) was apparently preceded by another which has been lost in 
the gap between the two survivors, The Greek rendering of the Roman names for the letters 
differs occasionally from the normal Latin names as given by the grammarians, e.g. by Probus, 
Instituta Artium (Keil, Grammatici Latini, iv, pp. 49, 50), where the names run: be, ce, de, 
ef, ge, ha, ka, el, em, en, pe, qu, er, es, te. 7 daceia [xpoowedta] is, of course, the Greek name for 
the rough breathing as opposed to 4 yiAj}. The intention of the last line is obscure. Perhaps 
these alphabets formed the prelude to a study of Roman shorthand.
